The h jl.er the 
mar^'in nt profit on liniticrinif the 
larger the capital which i> represent- 
ed l)y the immature treett and the 
more important the financial con* 
siderations involved in their pro* 
tection. Ktumpage values are not suf- 
ficiently good .11 the siiMiherii Ap- 
palachians to warrant the a|>]>licat ion 
of an elaborate syvtf-m «»f forest man- 
agement, but they are high enough to 
make a sound business measure of 
pr.ietical forestry. The production «if
